Effort Is Made to Stop Pur. 
chase of Arms by the 
Revolutionists.

LAREDO, Tex., Nov. 24—The revolu- 
tion against the Government of Mexico 
seems well in hand at all ‘points along 
the border, but is reported to be assunt- 
ing more serious proportions in the in- 
terior. New ramifications of the revo- 
lutionary party are coming to light 
daily; and the fact that they have been 
purchasing arms and ammunition for 
some time past is gradually being 
brought to light. 

A body of revolutionists has been en- 
camped 20 miles east of Laredo ut a 
point om the Texas-Mexican Railway 
named Torrecillas. These men pur- 
chased 19 horses in that vicinity and 
have since left, going in a southerly di- 
rection. 

A cordon of United States troops is 
on the lookout for any body of men at- 
tempting to violate the neutrality laws. 
A detachment of United States troops 
is at present, watching the situation at 
}Minera and will apprehend any armed 

of men discovered in that vicinity 
and the District Attorney will prosecute 
them. :

According -to Brace, ft. is “expected 
the elections will be held and the veto 
power decided before January 1, 1911 

“Tf, ghee peoplé are successful. the veto 
power will be taken from the House of 
Lords and that body will be a figure- 
head in the Parliamment," ‘Brace de- 
clared. “The Lords will then act only 
in an edvisory capacity. They may 
recommend, but their power of veto 
and delay measures approved by the 
represent&tives of the common people, 
will be gone. 

“The House of Commons coniprises 600 
membera.. The 600 members of the House 
of Lords inherit their seats as sons of 
lords, earls and others of royal lineage. 

Campaign to Be Short. 

“Heretofore the House of Lords, when 
the Conservative party is In contro} of 
‘Hous® ‘oF"Commons, approves all 
measures adopted by that party. - Now 
that the Liberal party is in control, the 
House of Lords is a violent opponent to 
any measure the party attempts to pass. 


“The Prime Minister ts given power to 


dissolve Parliament and present any 
proposition to a test of the people, at his 
Youptredeparten Premier Asquith demands 
‘that’ the--weto’ power of the Lords be 
curtailed, and that any measure’ passed 
by the House of Commons shal! become 

a law, regardless of the action of the 
Secihe. 

The cablegram to Brace did not an- 
nounce the date of the election, but 
Brace thinks the campaign will begin 
Immediately after Parliament is dis- 
solved and will be over by Christmas.

The only false figures in this series of 
scores, apparently, are those of the 
Yale-Brown game. There is little doubt 
but that the Blue was undergoing a dis- 
heartening slump at that time and did 
not have its real strength in the field. 

Pennsylvania thus seems to have an 
edge on Harvard, chiefly in its scoring | 
efficiency; and’as the Wolverines were 
stronger than Penn, Ann Arbor seems 
to have about the best “eam in the 
United States, so far as comparisons

and hired Hattie. Together they left 
the house at 6 p. m. 

“We went across the bridge and 
stayed on the car until we came to a 
place in BDast St. Louls where there 
weren’t many houses. There we left 
the car and walked along the bank of 
a creek. The man said it was Caho- 
kia Creek. 

“We came to a dark place and the 
man picked me up in his arms. He 
said the road was so muddy that he 
would have to carry me. When I 
threatened to scream he threw me fo 
the ground. He took a fazor from his 
pocket, and said he would kill me if 
I made a noise. I fainted, and when 
I came to he said: 

“ Here comes a car. You would bet- 
ter get on it and go back home. [If 
you don’t keep still about this [ll kill 
you.’ 

“T got on the car and told the oon- 
ductor what had happened. There was 
a detective on the car, 
phoned to the St. Louis police.

Hattie was sent to the dispensary, and 
from there to her home. 

She and her mother say the man was 
6 feet tall and had a cast in his right 
eye. He had black hair and a dark 
complexion, and Mrs. Sherburn says his 
blue shirt and working clothes convinced 
her that he told the truth when he said 
he was a railroad man.

WILL YOU HELP ORPHANS 
MADE DESTITUTE BY. FIRE? 


‘N appeal for aid was made 
Thursday by the officers of the 
St. Louis Protestant Orphans’ 
Home, in Webster Groves, follow- 
ing the fire Wednesday. The 
flames destroyed materials intend- 
ed for winter clothes for the or- 
phans, with the products of their 
handiwork in the manual training 
and domestic science departments, 
and left the institution in serious 
straits. ¢ 
The officers on this account de- 
termined to make a general appeal 
to the charitable public, instead 
of depending solely on those whose 
generosity’ makes the work possi- 
ble. Uuless-there is -a liberal re- 
sponse, the orphans under their 
care must suffer privations this 
winter. 











Two public institutions caught fire al- 
most at the same hour Tuesday after- 
noon, one in East St. Louis and one in 


St. Louls County. At St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital, in East St. Louis, the lives of 110 
patients were endangered. At the 
Protestant Orphans’ Home, in Webster 
Groves, the administration building was 
almost destroyed, and the supplies for 
the 83 children, ranging in age from 3 
to 13 years, were burned. 

The courage and presence of mind of 
the sisters at St. Mary’s prevented fa- 
talities among the patients. Sister Wil- 
helmina discovered the fire and tele- 
phoned an alarm to Mother Cordula, 
who has charge. Then she assisted in 
carrying the bedridden patients to the 
first floor. 

The’ fire was under control in half an 
hour. It is. supposed to have started 
among birds’ nests between the third- 
floor ceiling and the roof, perhaps when 
a rat or mouse gnawed a match in the 
nests. The damage was about $3000. 

Sick Woman Is Rescued. 

Mrs. William Wilcox, wife of the su- 
perintendent of the orphanagé, was ill 
on’ the third floor of the building, and 
had to be carried to safety. 

The records and papers on the first 
floor were saved, but all the materials 
for needle work and manual training, 
and all the products of the manual de- 
partment during the last year, were 
lost. 

The building was of stone, and was 
nearly half a century old. The children 
were in a school building not far away. 
The teachers called for the fire drill, 
and the orphans fell into line and 
marched to the campus without realising 
that an actual fire was in progress. 

The loss is estimated at from $15,000 
to $20,000. The building was only partly 
insured,

It is in contemplation of the common use of 
the advatitages of the bridge that the Freehold- 


ers have placed in the new charter a provision) 


émpowering the city to establish and own ter- 
minals. Such a method is the best and ‘probably 
only adequate means. of bringing to perfect 
fruition the ideas and purposes which impelled 
the people to vote overwhelmingly for the bridge. 
* Not only must the arbitrary be smashed for- 
ever, but every precaution must be taken to in- 
sure against the conferring: of any privilege 
which would give to anyone an ounce of .advan- 
tage over anyone else. 

The problem of utilizing the free bridge to the 
advantage of every. ra{lroad and traction com- 
pany and to the benefit of ‘every citizen is to be 
worked out not by franchise grabbers and priv- 
flege seekers, eager for profit, but by public offi- 
clals impressed with: the responsibility of 
solving a serious question affecting the public 
welfare and industrial progress. 

The time is.not opportune for considering 
bridge franchises or coming to a definite and 
fina] conclusion on any matter affecting the use 
of the bridge. The general policy of holding the 
bridge and the suggested municipal terminals as 
local factlities open to everyone is quite ag much 
guarantee as those who contemplate building 
ratiroads that will use these facilities need at 
this time.

In spite of all this, when this most affable and 
amiable British scholar goes into politics ax a 
member of the Asquith Cabinet, a roving band 
of Mrs. Pankhurst’s suffragettes cayture him on 
the street and, after jamming his hat down over 
his eyes, kick him until, when rescued, he’ 
could hardly “limp to his automobile on the arm 
of a policeman.” 

In the classical world where mostly Mr. Birrell 
still lives, moves and has his ‘being, the like of 
this is hardly to be found since the Maenad suf- 
fragettes of the time of Orpheus picked that gen- 
tle literary personage literally to pieces.

An Ordinary Experience. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I am unfortunately dependent on the Delmar 
car. At all hours of the day it is uncomfortably 
crowded, generally disgracefully so. To cite an 
instance: I had spent the afternoon with my 38- 
year-old daughter on the South Side—leaving 
there shortly after 4:30 in order to avoid 
the business crowd. When we changed oars at 
Grand and Olive it was a few minutes after 5. 
Hvery Delmar car that passed was crowded to 
the outer step; it was impossible to step on my- 
self, much less lift a baby on. After waiting for 
15 minutes I asked the conductor of three cars— 
all crowded as much if not worse than the one I 


the exit door, where so many got off. None of 
the three even answered me—simply slammed the 
door in my face. After the third attempt I con- 
cluded if we expected to get home at all I would 
have to force my way on:the back platform. This 
I did, the platform remaining so crowded that 
it was with difficulty and apparent rudeness that 
I saved my baby from being cruelly crushed 
against the iron bars. The night was cold and 
we stood on this platform all the way out to 
Clara avenue and thep had to fight our way out. 
This is not a gingle’ instance; it has happened 
time and again.
